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REPORT. 





Herewith is submitted the Report containing the usual details 
regarding the Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered during the 
year 1901 in the 1072 Registration Districts throughout Scotland. 
Appended to the General Report is the Thirty-seventh Report on Vaccina- 
tion, in which is contained all the available information regarding the 
administration of the Scottish Vaccination Act, and especially in relation 
to the vaccination of children born in Scotland during 1900.

II., a falling off is found in each case. 


The excess of births over deaths is 52,075. 


BIRTHS. 


132,178 births were registered during the year throughout Scotland, 
which gives a birth-rate of 2°95 per cent., or 295 for every ten thousand of 
the population as estimated. Of these, 67,767 are of the male sex, and 
64,411 of the female. 

From Tables IV. and V. it is seen how these are distributed through- 
out the five primary Registration districts. In the Principal Town districts 
the registered births are 56,540, being in the proportion of 3:04 per cent. 
of the estimated population in the same: the males 28,871, the females 
27,579. In the Large Town districts they are 19,032, at a rate of 3°20 per 
cent. of the inhabitants: males 9799, females 9238. In the Small Town 
districts they total to 29,141, giving a birth-rate of 3-06 per cent.: males 
14,941, females 14,200. In the Mainland-Rural districts the number is 
24,980, a rate of 2°61 per cent.: males 12,868, females 12,112. In the 
Insular-Rural districts the births number 2575, giving a birth-rate of 2:15 
per cent. of the population: males 1288, females 1287. These proportions 
show the highest birth-rate to be in the Large Town districts, followed in 
order by that in the Small Town districts, Principal Town districts, Main- 
land-Rural districts, and Insular-Rural districts. 

Of the whole births, 8301 are illegitimate, equal to 6:3 per cent. of the 
total. This rate varies in each district, being 8°3 per cent. in the Mainland- 
Rural districts, 6°2 per cent. in the Principal Town districts, 5°7 per cent. 
in the Small Town districts, 51 per cent. in the Insular-Rural districts, 

and 48 per cent. in the. Large Town districts. 
Table VI. indicates the proportion of illegitimate births in every 
hundred births as occurring in the divisions and counties of Scotland. The 
highest rate falls in those counties which form the North-Eastern division, 
11-4 per cent., followed by the Southern division with 10-8 per cent., the 
Kast Midland with 6°6 per cent., the Northern with 6:5 per cent., the

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counties the rate is above 10-0 per cent., the higher occurring in Aberdeen, 
11-3 per cent., in Elgin and Banff, each with 12-9 per cent., and Wigtown 
with 13°7 per cent. 

Of the total 132,178 births registered during the year, 67,767 were boys 
and 64,411 girls, so that the proportion of the former is to that of the latter 
as 105-2 is to 100—a proportion which varies in each district, the highest 
being in the Mainland-Rural districts, where for every 100 girls 106-2 boys 
were born, the lowest being in the Insular-Rural districts, 100-1 to 100. 

Births were registered daily throughout the country month by month 
as follows:—392 during April, 385 during July, 380 ‘during May, 371 
during June, 362 during October, 357 during February and March, 356 
during September, 354 during January, 353 during August, 341 during 
November, and 337 during December. 


DEATHS. 


80,103 deaths were registered in Scotland during the year: males 
40,241, females 39,862—together giving a mortality rate of 1:79 per cent., 
or 179 in every ten thousand of the estimated population. 

The rate in each district is:—The highest—200 per ten thousand of 
population—occurred in the Principal Town districts, followed by the Large 
Town districts with one of 175, the Small Town districts with one of 168, 


’ and the two Rural districts each with one of 153. 


The average number of deaths registered daily was 188 during October, 
191 during September, 192 during June, 210 during July, 211 during 
August, 219 during May, 225 during November, 227 during March, 236 
during January, 239 during December, and 250 during February and 
April. 


MARRIAGES. 


31,360 marriages were registered in Scotland during 1901, giving a 
marriage rate of 70 in every ten thousand of the population as estimated. 

This rate is 86 in like proportion in the Principal Town districts, 71 
in the Large Town districts, 64 in the Small Town districts, 48 in the Main- 
land-Rural districts, and 88 in the Insular-Rural districts. 

The number of marriages reported to the Registrars each month was 


- 902 during May, 1637 during February, 1678 during March, 1896 during 


August, 1911 during October, 1996 during November, 2281 during Sep- 
tember, 2546 during April, 3625 during January, 4071 during December, 
4080 during July, and 4737 during June. 


EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The remarks which follow refer to the Births, Deaths, and Marriages 
which occurred during the year under review in the following Hight Prin- 
cipal Towns, viz.:—Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, 
Leith, Greenock, and Perth, the information upon which they are founded 
being furnished by periodical returns sent by the Registrars of the same ; 
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and as about 37 per cent. of the inhabitants of Scotland reside in these 
towns, it is believed that the statements made regarding their condition 
afford a tolerably accurate indication of the same in the neighbouring 
districts. 

The estimates of population used in the present Report are based 
upon the numbers enumerated at the Censuses 1891 and 1901, and are there- 
fore more accurate than the estimates given in several previous Annual 
Reports, which were necessarily founded upon the numbers enumerated 
in 1881 and 1891. In those Tables where possible the proportions given for 
the various events during each of the previous ten years have been 
re-calculated from the new Census data. 


BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


49,227 births were registered in these towns during the year, giving a 
birth-rate of 297 in every ten thousand of their population as estimated. 
The highest rate occurs in Glasgow and in Leith, in each of which it is 
317 per ten thousand, followed by Aberdeen with one of 310, Greenock 
with one of 298, Paisley with one of 296, Dundee with one of 291, Hdin- 
burgh with one of 249, and Perth with one of 233. 

Of the total births, 45,958 were legitimate and 3269 illegitimate—+.e., 
6°6 of the latter in every hundred births. The largest proportion of illegi- 
timate births occurred in Dundee, 9:1 per cent. of all being of this nature, 
followed by Aberdeen with 8°53 per cent., Edinburgh with 7:1 per cent., 
Perth with 6:4 per cent., Glasgow with 6:3 per cent., Leith with 4°6 per 
cent., and Paisley and Greenock each with 4°5 per cent. 

Table VIII. also shows the proportion of illegitimate births registered 
during the year to the possible mothers—i.e., spinsters and widows 
between the ages of 15 and 45—estimated to be living in these towns. 
Aberdeen comes first with 1:64 per cent. of such, followed by Dundee with 
1°55 per cent., Glasgow with 1:47 per cent., Leith with 1:27 per cent., 
Greenock with 1:14 per cent., Edinburgh with 0:99 per cent., Perth with 
0-95 per cent., and Paisley with 0°85 per cent. 

Of the total children born in these towns during the year, 25,202 were 
of the male sex and 24,025 of the female, so that for every 100 of the latter 
there were born 104°9 of the former. 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


33,351 deaths were registered as occurring in these towns during the 
year, equivalent to a mortality rate of 201 in every ten thousand of the 
inhabitants as estimated. The male deaths were 16,974, the female 16,377. 
This rate is highest in Glasgow, where 212 in every ten thousand of its 
population died during the year, followed by Dundee with 211 in like pro- 
portion, Greenock with 195, Edinburgh with 194, Paisley with 186, Aber- 
deen with 182, Leith with 177, and Perth with 173. When these rates are 
compared with the corresponding for last year (Table IX.), it is seen that 
in Edinburgh, Leith, and Greenock they are somewhat higher for the 
present year, being the same in Dundee, and lower in Glasgow, Aberdeen, 
Paisley, and Perth. When a further comparison is made between 1901

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and the mean of the preceding ten years, it is found that the death-rate 
during the former is less in each town with the exception of Edinburgh 
and Dundee than in the corresponding for the longer period. 

Table X. affords some information as to the mortality among children 
under five years of age in these towns. The total number of deaths at this 
age 18 12,424 out of an estimated population of 201,629 of the same years, 
which gives a death-rate of 61 per thousand. In Dundee the rate is 70, in 
Glasgow it is 67, in Edinburgh it is 59, in Greenock it is 55, in Leith it 
is 54, in Aberdeen it is 52,in Paisley it is 48, and in Perth itis 36. When 
the mortality is calculated to the total deaths, as is done in the last column, 
it is seen that in every hundred deaths in Leith 40-0 were of children under 
five years of age, in Glasgow the percentage was 39°9,in Dundee it was 
38°5, in Greenock it was 36:1, in Aberdeen it was 35'1, in Paisley it was 
33°6, in Hdinburgh it was 32°5, and in Perth it was 22°8. 

Tables XI. and XII. give the percentage of deaths from various 
diseases in these towns, the former Table computed with reference to the 
population, the latter to the total deaths from all causes. In the Hight 
Towns together the mortality rate is 2°013 per cent. of the inhabitants as 
estimated. The rate varies in each town from 2°119 per cent., the highest, 
in Glasgow, to 1°730 per cent., the lowest, in Perth. The death-rate from 
Zymotics in those towns collectively is 0°311 per cent. of their population, 
and equal to 15:44 per cent. of the total deaths in the same. The highest 
Zymotic death-rate is in Glasgow, where 0°364 per cent. of the inhabitants 
succumbed to those diseases, in Dundee the rate is 0°324 per cent., in 
Edinburgh it is 0°290 per cent., in Leith it is 0°277 per cent., in Paisley it

In Paisley, in every hundred deaths, 4°38 are ascribed to Hooping 
Cough, 3°10 to Diarrhcea, 2’49 to Fevers (2°36 Enteric), 1:42 to Measles, 
0°67 to Scarlet Fever, 0°61 to Diphtheria, 0:34 to Influenza, and 0:20 to 
Smallpox. 

In Leith, in every hundred deaths, 5:48 are due to Diarrhoea and 
Dysentery, 3:80 to Measles, 3°51 to Hooping Cough, 0°58 to Diphtheria, 0-22 
to Scarlet Fever, 0°15 to Influenza and to Fevers, all the latter being 
Enteric or Typhoid. 

In Greenock, in every hundred deaths, 3:34 are caused by Diarrhea, 
2°18 by Scarlet Fever, 1:97 by Measles, 1°75 by Hooping Cough, 0°91 by 
Fevers (0:84 Enteric), 0°68 by Diphtheria, and 0-46 by Influenza. 

In Perth, in every hundred deaths, 2°82 were due to Diarrhceal affec- 
tions, 0°70 to Diphtheria, 0°35 to Influenza and to Fevers (all Enteric), and 
0°18 to Scarlet Fever and to Hooping Cough. 

In these Eight Towns conjointly there were 1457 deaths from Hooping 
Cough, being at the rate of 4°41 per cent. of the total mortality, and in 
the ratio of 8-9 for every ten thousand of their inhabitants. 852 of the 
deaths occurred in Glasgow, 292 in Kdinburgh, and 160 in Dundee.

Phthisis caused 2933 deaths, at the 
rate of 8°89 per cent. of the total mortality, and 17°9 per ten thousand 
of the inhabitants, the highest rate falling in Glasgow, Edinburgh, Leith, 
and Perth. Tubercular Meningitis caused 517 deaths, Tabes Mesenterica 
501, and other forms of the Tubercular condition 379. 
| To Diseases of the Nervous System 3692 deaths are due, at the rate 
of 11:19 per cent. of all, and 22°5 in every ten thousand of population. In 
Glasgow the rate was 22°3 per ten thousand, in Edinburgh it was 21:8, in 
Dundee 23°7, in Aberdeen 22°6, in Paisley 25°5, in Leith 19:1, in Greenock 
244, and in Perth 24:1. 

Diseases of the Circulatory Organs are the cause of 2841 deaths, being 
at the rate of 8°61 per cent. of all, and equal to 17:3 for every ten thousand 
of the population. In the towns individually the latter proportion is 14°8 
in Glasgow, 19°9 in Edinburgh, 19-8 in Dundee, 19-7 in Aberdeen, 14°6 in 
Paisley, 16:2 in Leith, 25:0 in Greenock, and 19°8 in Perth. 

Diseases of the Respiratory Organs caused 6231 deaths, equal to 
18°88 per cent. of the total, and 38-0 in every ten thousand of population, 
In Glasgow the rate to the inhabitants as above is 43:1, in Edinburgh 
it is 29:3, in Dundee 45°7, in Aberdeen 33°6, in Paisley 33:5, in Leith 
31-4, in Greenock 81:5, and in Perth 27:1. Bronchitis caused 2736 exits in 
these towns, Pneumonia 2878, Pleurisy 169, and Croup 35. 

From Diseases of the Organs of Digestion there were 2458 deaths, 
equal to 7°45 per cent. of all, and 15:0 per ten thousand of population. 
Enteritis caused 728 deaths, Peritonitis 330, Liver Disease 303, and 
Dentition 191. 

To Diseases of the Urinary Organs 949 deaths are due, 2°86 per 

b 
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cent. of all, and at the rate of 5°8 for every ten thousand of population. 
Nephritis caused 239, Bright’s Disease 449, and Disease of the Bladder and 
Prostate 150. 

Premature Birth accounts for 920 deaths, Congenital Malformations 
for 224, and 1153 are placed to Old Age. 

From Atrophy and Debility 948 deaths are registered, from Dropsy 32, 
and in 343 the death was sudden, and the exact cause was not ascer- 
tained, or was due to ill-defined or not specified disease. 

Violent deaths are 1321 in number, forming 4°00 per cent. of all, 
and 8°1 per ten thousand of population. Of these, 1240 are due to Accident 
or Negligence, while 81 are due to Homicide and Suicide. The Suicides 
are 72 in all, and were committed as follows:—Cut Throat 30, Hanging 
22, Drowning 6, Shooting 4, Poisoning 5, Precipitation 2, on Railway 1, 
and not specified 2. 

159 deaths are credited to Intemperance—123 from Chronic Alcoholism 
and 36 from Delirium Tremens. 

115 Old Persons died in the Eight Towns during the year at ages of 
90 or upwards, 36 men and 79 women. ‘The oldest were all females, two 
being respectively 101 and 100, two 99, one 98, and four 97 years. 


MARRIAGES IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


14,578 marriages were registered in these towns during the year, 
being at arate of 88 in every ten thousand of the population. The rate 
in Glasgow was 93 in like proportion, in Edinburgh 91; in Dundee 80, in 
Aberdeen 89, in Paisley 77, in Leith 72, in Greenock 74, and in Perth 80.

WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE MORTALITY. 


The following remarks on the weather of the year are extracted from 
the Notes made by Dr. Buchan, under the Council of the Scottish Meteo- 
rological Society, which appear in the Registrar-General’s Monthly 
Reports :— 

January was characterised by a mean barometric pressure a_ little 
above the average, with a monthly range a little under it; a mean 
temperature nearly the average, with a mean daily range half a degree 
under it; an average mean humidity; a mean rainfall fully an inch less 
than the average, falling one day more than the average; a large prepon- 
derance of south-easterly winds, blowing with the average force of the 
month. 

February was characterised by a high mean barometric pressure, with 
a monthly range a little under it; a mean temperature two degrees under 
the average, with a mean daily range half a degree above it; a mean 
humidity a little less than the average; a mean rainfall little more than 
half the average, and falling on three days fewer than the average; an 
eight days’ excess of northerly and north-westerly winds, blowing with a 
force less than has been recorded since 1891. 

March was characterised by a rather low barometric pressure, with 
an unusually large monthly range, greater indeed than any recorded since 
1876; a mean temperature and a mean daily range both rather under 
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the average; a mean humidity less than the average; a mean rainfall 
considerably less than the average, falling one day more than the average ; 
and a large excess of northerly and easterly winds, blowing with a force 
greater than in any March since 1883. 


April was characterised by a low barometric pressure, with a monthly

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mean temperature, with a mean daily range a degree less than the average ; 
an average mean humidity; a mean rainfall also the average, but falling on 
two days more than the average ; with average winds as regards direction, 
but blowing with a force considerably above the average. 

Tables XIII. and XIV. show some points regarding the meteorological 
conditions of the year, and the mortality among the inhabitants of Scotland 
which occurred during each month of the same, with, for the sake of com- 
parison, corresponding information for the mean of the ten years, 1891-1900. 
The months of January, February, and December are those with the 
lowest mean temperature, that of February and December being below that 
for the same months of the ten years. The mean temperature for the 
whole year is slightly above that for the longer period, the mean tempera- 
ture for six of the months of 1901 being above that of the corresponding 
months of the ten years. The actual mortality is greater during the early 
and late months—the colder months—than during the intervening, those 
of summer and autumn.
